We believe that a local school 
ngrht should always be confined to 
the locality in which it originated. 
However, as the controversy at Mil- 
lersburg has resulted iii the nominat- 
ing of a ticket for the Bourbon 
County Board of Education, we be- 
lieve, that in justice to the school in- 
terests of Bourbon county, we should 
make the following statement: 

In the early spring of 1920, Col. 
and Mrs. C. M. Best found it neces- 
sary to dispose of the M. M. I pnv- 
erty; Chey made an attempt to inter- 
est local people of Millersburg in tho 
purchasing pf this property and the 
continuation and operation of the 
school; failing In this they contract- 
ed to sell the property to the Bour 
bon County Board of Education for 
the sum of $46,000. 

Several weeks later a group of cit- 
izens of the vicinity of Millersbur;? 
made an offer to purchase this prop- 
erty frot.i the bounty Board of Edu- 
cation ,ind offered considerations a^:- 
proximafing $60,000 for tho propei- 
ty. The Board refused this offer. 
This was followed by a suit in which 
It was atteimpted to enjoin the con- 
stimmation of the contract between 
the Board and Col. and Mjcb. Best. 
This action was decided in favor of 
the County Board in the Bourbon 
Circuit Court and by the Court ot 
Appeals of Kentucky. At about the 
time of the filing of this suit a por- 
tlan of the )nen who were party 
plaintiffs to this suit entered into a 
private contract with Col. Best, 
whereby it was provided that .should 
the courts prevent the sale to the 
County Board that the signers of 
said contract would take over the 
property on ihe same or similar 
terms that had been offered by the 
County Board of Education. In other 
words, had the suit been decided 
against the County Board of Educa- 
tion the county would have lost the 
difference between the 160.000 offer- 
ed for the property prior to the 
bringing of tbe suit, and the |4<,. 
000 paid for the propertv. 

l^thin the past few weeks we ha"\'e 
heard statements made that after the 
coming election this property would 
be secured from the County Board of 
Education. At about the same ti(me 
we discovered that there was a 
propagar-da among the colored peo- 
ple of yillersburg to the effect that 
if tj^e new high school was contin- 
ued their school would be ri^duced to 
a term of six months: later we learn- 
ed that there was further propaganda 
among tho colored people of Millers- 
burg that if they would vote for a 
certain ticket that their teacher^

With the growing season almost 
ended, except for very late tobacco 
and a small amount of the late corn 
that is now maturing, Kentucky's 
crop prospects now indicate the 
production of approximately 104,- 
005,000 bushels of corn compared to 
82,500,000 bushels last year, and 
428,274,000 pounds of tobacco com- 
pared to 45f. 500,000 pounds pro- 
duced la 1019. The United States 
entire tobacco crop this year Is novv 
estimated at 1,478,788,000 pounds, 
compared to 1,888,458,000 pounds 
last year, or about 8.4 par cent in- 
crease.

grapes, condition, 83 per cent; pears 
75; broom corn, per cent, of normal 
yield 96; sorghum for birup, condi- 
tion 97 per cent, avaraca yield per 
acre 102.8 gallons.

For :»ears, since ir^ or!;aniz,ation 
in 1895. tho Kentucky Children's 
Home Society has done a wonderful 
worlc in helping the State piovide for 
its destitute children. It has taken 
those waifs, which have been turned 
over to it by County Judgee. in all 
parts of the State, and foond giood 
homea for them, where they haw 
either been' les^ally adopted or reared 
under the careful supenrision of the 
Society until they became or age. it 
g^vea refnpe to homeless children 
which are somewhow missed by 
church iioines and lodge homes. It 
takes them at all ages — from infants 
to adult boys and girls. 

The work has grown until the 
present home in Louisville, but poor- 
ly equipped at best, and cotmposed of 
buildings which were one-time resi- 
dences and never intended for an or- 
phanage, is very inadequate. It is 
terribly crowded all the time and 
this deplorable conditloo makes it 
impossible to receive more , children 
until a larger institution is providcNl. 
In the meaatime, the homeleai, neg- 
lected and mistreated children of the 
State moat eontlime to suffer in their 
wretched envlronmoits or be placed 
in county f^r houses where they 
will be little better off. 

To remedy this evil, a cajmpaign 
is in progress in every county in the 
State to raise funds to build a nev/ 
home on ari eighty-six acre farm 
about ttn miles east of Louisville. 
The money is being obtained largely 
thro'iKli the public schools, and the 
proposed village of cottages is to >»o 
a gift from Kentucky children with 
good home.<? to their destitute broth 
ers and sisters. 

Bourb<m's quota is $5,000, of 
which $2,000 has been secured. Let 
us nil give substantial aid to this 
'uoet necessary charity and see that 
the county does not fall short of its 
apportionment this fall. The build- 
ings are to be erected . in early 
spring of 1921. therefore it is hoped 
all money will be turned in to tho 
society before the first of :he year. 



Matteis on ihe farms are "lookiu?^ 
up," in view of the excellent fall 
weather of the pa.a week. Wheat 
sowing has been in progress without 
interruption. There will be an in- 
creased acreage over that of the pre- 
ceding year.. Com cutting is pro- 
gressing rapidly and silos are being 
filled. The com crop is a big one. 

The tobacco crop is in flois Shape 
for stripping, whidi only watts oa a 
season of moistiirs. There , will be 
plenty of tobaceo on hand for tbe 
opening sales ot the Paris market in 
December. There has been a let-up 
in livestock shipHients due 10 
descending prices, there being no dc- 
majid for horses and mules frojm tho 
Southern markets. 

Country produce is plentiful, bvt 
steady in price. Many vegetable.s 
and fruits have passed off the mar- 
ket. Eggs are firm at fifty-flve cent ; 
a dozen and butter at the same price.
